The study area* for the purpose of this proposal* shall 
extend from one-quarter mile north of Coliseum Boulevard 
West to one-quarter mile south of St. Marys River approxi- 
mately along Wells Street a distance of almost three miles. 
The east-west width of the study area shall be approximately 
one mile centered on Wells Street. Reference is made to the 
attached map outlining the study area. 

It is the intent of this proposal that the work develop 
plans only to the extent required to assure feasibility. 
Included in the work for the various alternative align- 
ments are the followings 

* Preparation of preliminary alternative alignments. 

* Preparation of preliminary alternative plans for 
maintenance of railroad traffic for that alternative 
which utilizes the Penn Central Railroad, right-of- 
way. 

* Preliminary analyses of geometric traffic requirements 
for the alternative alignments. 

* Community impact based on preliminary dislocation 
estimates of population* employment* housing, utilities* 
industry and business. 

* Preliminary construction and right-of-way cost 
estimates. 

* Preliminary testing* evaluation and ranking of the 
alternative alignments. 

* h final report summarizing the results of the 
feasibility study. 

The final report submitted will include the best one or two 
alternative routes superimposed on reduced scale reproducible 
topographical maps. We have reviewed the available mapping 
provided by the City and concur that it will provide a back- 
ground satisfactory for the project. The maps are based on 
1956 and 1966 photography and may require updating. In 
addition* the maps cover only three-fourths of the study area 
and the remaining portion should be secured.

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It is the intent of this proposal that economy be achieved 
in the performance of the work. For that purpose , the City 
of Fort Wayne is t© provide professional and technical 
assistance in the collection and preparation of planning 
data for the work covered under this proposal and shall pro- 
vide necessary updated .mapping of the study area at the 
required scale. It is understood that such assistance will 
be provided at no cost to Westenhoff and Novick, Inc. 

The professional services provided by Westenhoff and 
Movick, Inc. will be performed within three months after 
completion of data collection by the City* exclusive of the 
time required for review by the City of Fort Wayne, the Penn 
Central Transportation Company or the various regional agencies. 

It is proposed that the basis of payment under this agreement 
be in accordance with the attached Table of Rates for the 
various professional and technical classifications for the 
actual number of hours expended plus reimbursable costs 
incurred at the rates shown on the attached Table of Rates . 

The maximum fee for the work covered by this proposal, exclu- 
sive of reimbursable costs, is estimated t© be $14,600.00. 

This amount will not be exceeded without the approval of the 
City of Fort Wayne. The estimated cost ©f reimbursable expenses 
is $2,300.00. The estimated costs reflect the available data 
and the contribution, of your staff. 

Should the City of Fort Wayne elect to continue the development 
of subsequent phases of the Wells Street Corridor project 
utilizing the services of Westenhoff and Novick, Inc., the 
professional fees received under this agreement will be credited 
as a deduction from the full fee for the subsequent phases. 

The background knox^ledge gained from our studies for the 
Crosstown route have enabled this proposal to be more compre- 
hensive at significantly lower cost to the City. 

Any controversy or claim arising out of or relating t© this 
agreement, or the breach thereof, shall be settled by arbitra- 
tion in accordance with the Rules of the American Arbitration 
Association, and judgment upon the award rendered by the 
Arbitrator (s) may be entered in any court having jurisdiction 
thereof .

WHEREAS, City and County are desirous of. constructing a new bridge and 
approaches from Ewing Street and Fairfield Avenue. to Wells Street, and 

WHEREAS, said new bridge and approaches will replace the existing Wells 
Street Bridge, and 

WHEREAS, City and County retained the professional engineering services 
of Butler, Fairman & Seufert, pursuant to an agreement dated March 21, 1959, 
to develop preliminary plans and cost estimates, and 

WHEREAS, said preliminary plans showing proposed bridge, approaches and 
estimates have been completed, and are attached hereto , noted as Exhibit A. 

NOW THEREFORE, the City and County for the considerations hereinafter 
named agree as follows: 

1. County agrees, at their expense, to construct the bridge as shaded 

in red and the approaches as shaded in green on the attached Exhibit A, utilizing 
Federal funds available. 

2. City agrees, at their expense, to purchase right of way and raze 
buildings as necessary for that portion of the north approach as shaded in 
yellow on attached Exhibit A. 

3. County agrees, at. their expense, to construct the approach as required 
for that portion as shaded in yellow for which City has provided right of way. 

4. It is understood that this project shall be in conformance with the 


Three Rivers Master Transportation Plan and that the Wells Street corridor shall

shall work together in preparing studies 9 documentation-, etc. » necessary to 
satisfy State and Federal requirements for project approval and Federal funding.
